President Taft gathered, and, 
with few exceptions, the Taft 
leaders were talking about the 
wisdom of Mr. Taft withdrawing 
so that Justice Chas. E. Hughes, 
of the Supreme Court, can be 
brought out as a third candidate. 

That the overwhelming rout of 
the Taft forces in Pennsylvania 
will have an effect in every part 
of the country was clea4y dem- 
onstrated by the attitude of the 
Taft men in Kentucky.
